“I could name you a lot of Jobs more pleasant than 
this thing of training horses for wealthy fellows who, 
without knowing much more about racing or race- 
borses than they do about tl» purchasing power ofa 
dollar when the dollar’s the only one left of the cache, 
nudge into the stable owning business for the hooroo 
boys fun of the game and the pleasure of seeing their 
colors flaming in thesunlight. Most of them are pretty 
unreasonable, and some of them are jokes, 

“One of these young millionaires with the horse own- 
ing bug turned a clinker over to me a few Winters ago. 
He’d been changing trainers about as often as a small 
boy looks at a new brass watch, so that when he came 
to me I had, or thought I bad,a clean understanding 
with him.

** ‘Answer!’ he blew at me, making a noise like an 
out of door escape valve. ‘Plenty of answer! Here 
I’ve got one of the finest horses in the Western Hemi- 
sphere registered under my colors and in your care, 
and not a single worth while stake engagement for 
him—no chance to run him except for overnight 
purses! And I asked your advice a dozen times last 
Fall about entefing him for the big stakes this year!’ 

“ ‘Softly gets it, Mister Boss,’ I said to him, ‘Where 
did you hear all this about that one being a real horse 
of the staker kind ?’ 

***Hear about it?’ the excited Owner came back at 
me. ‘I don’t need to hear about it anywhere! Can’t I 
see? Hasn’t he just nailed a good $1.500 minor stake 
from good ones—most of thera in the big events—and 
didn’t he lay down the mile in less than forty? Dol 
have to get anybody to tell me about that ?’ 

“+Tt’s a good thing he’s notin the big events, Judge, 
if you want to take it from me,’ [ told him, trying to 
cool him out. ‘He's justa shifty little overnight horse 
of the occasional kind that'll get a race with the light-

on Christmas Day, for a $30,000 purse. Gans has ac- 
ceptel the proposition, as has Britt. Rickard will 
have articles drawn up shortly, and when the fighters 
sign the bout will be assured. In their former battle in 
San Francisco, on Oct, 31, 1904, Britt lost to Gans on a 
foul in the fifteenth round, The bout was crooked, as 
has been acknowledged since by nearly everyone who 
had «a band in it.

Joe Gans wus offered 825,000 to “lay 
down" to Nelson. That statement came from the dark 
skinned champion’s own lips and has been the sensa- 
tional feature of the aftermath of the big fight at Gold- 
field, Nev. While Gans did not name tbe person who 
mace the offer, he suid that he could have had the 
movey on bis word that he would lose, 

The deal was suggested by one of Nelson’s friends, 
who knew Gans could win if he was right and the low 
weight did not affect him, as it was thought it would 
when the match was made, 

“The offer wis made by one of Nelson’s friends,” 
said Gans, ‘a few days before the battle. He wanted 
to put up the money it I would permit the Daneto win, 
It looked like a trap to drag me into disrepute, and 
when I refused he wanted to give me the money in gold 
to show his good Intentions, 

“Even now I am certain that it was a piece of crooked 
work, This man was Nelson’s friend and in a position 
to know all that was going on, and if he could have 
persuaded me to take the money Nolan would have 
been Jubilant and my ring career would have come to 
a sudden ending. 

*] wanted to win that fight. I wasin perfect physi- 
cal condition, The weignt was easier than wise Mr. 
Nolan ever dreamed of, and | knew Nelson was weak, 
He had villitied me for a year, called me faker, thief 
and other vile numes, The pleasure of licking Nelson 
was the ambition of my Jife, and IT would not have lost 
that sweet revenge on Mr. Nelson for the richest mine 
in Goldneld.”’ 

The club officials announced that the receipts were 
$69,715, and tiat the attendance was more than seven 
thousand. 

Siler said that in all his career as a referee he had 
never witnessed such a viciously fought batile, or one 
in which a principal fouled so repeatedly as Nelson. As 
there was no penalty that he could impose, he was 
helpless to interfere. Ile could have disqualified the 
Dane in many rounds, he states, but as there appeared 
no serious damage resulting, he permitted the contest 
to proceed. He also said he would never again referee 
a battle in which Nelson was one of the principals, 

Gans is celebrating his victory; he says that Nelson 
is game, but a foul tighter. 

“T’'ll fight Nelson again if be wants to, but under this 
condition: the winner must take all,”’ he said. 

“I'll agree to weigh in at 133 pounds. I'll weighin a 
dozen times on the day of the fight if Nolan wants it. 
I'll fight toa finish, T’ll fight here or anywhere on top 
of the earth, But Nelson and Nolan will have tocome 
to me, 

“They hogged the big end of the purse by refusing to 
make the match unless I fought forthe losers end, no 
matter who won, and I wanted to fight so I swallowed 
it, and so got Only $10,000 of the $30,000 hung up by the 
club, instead of $20,000, 

“The winner in the next fight must take all, and Nel- 
son must make a side bet of $10,000 with me. That 
will make probably $40,000 to the winner, as I guess 
there would be no trouble in getting the Goidfield 
people to ofler a purse.”

The pugilist spends hours each day 
punching a leather bag, so as to develop the hitting 
power that isthe chief mode of attack of the boxer. 
The arms of the leading boxers do not show any 
knotted muscles, They are long, smooth muscles that 
are not obtrusive, but are very effective in aiding the 
possessor to strike effectively. There is not a boxer in 
the land who should be afraid of Hackenschmidt’s 
blows, for it is well known that a muscle bound man 
cannot hit with effect.

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FINAL ROUNDS OF 
SOME GREAT FIGHTS 


How the Victors Won and the Losers Lost 
Their Championship Battles. 


The sensational ending of the championship fight 
between Joe Gans and Battling Nelson reculls the event- 
fu) finish of many other important battles which figure 
in prize ring history. The final rounds of those in 
which Sullivan, Jeftries, Corbett and Fitzsimmons par- 
ticipated have been compiled by an old-time fight fol- 
lower, who now lives in Seattle, and will be of interest. 
They follow: 

Corbett-Sullivan, Sept. 7, 1892—Round 21—Sullivan 
rushed, but Corbett stepped nimbly nside and smashed 
the big fellow’s sore and bleeding nose with both fists, 
causing the blood to flow in a torrent, Sullivan was 
bewildered and began to show signs of early collapse. 
Corbett, smiling like a schoolboy, hooked a right-hand- 
ertothe side of the head. Corbett steadied himeelf., 
He senta hard rightto the ear, and followed with a 
terrific left to the Jaw, and Sullivan sank to the floor 
of the ring. Hewas not knocked out, but was too ex- 
hausted to rise. The round lasted a little over a min- 
ute, and when Sullivan finally arose, bruised and bleed- 
ing and staggering to tie ropes for support, moved his 
battered and swolien lips, and said ina tone of hoarse 
chagrin and weakness: “It’s the old, old story. I am 
like the pitcher that went to the well once too often.” 
His voice broke and gulping down a sob, he continued: 
“T can only say that [ am glad that I have been beaten 
by an American.”’ 

Fitzsimmons-Corbett, March 17, 1897—Round 14— 
Corbett landed that ieft jab again on Fitz’s head. Fitz 
countered with a terrific swing on Corbett’s neck, and 
he bad Corbett going back for a few seconds. Fitz 
landed a terrible left-hand jab on Corbett’s stomach, 
and Corbett went to his knees, with a frightful look of 
agony on bis face. He was conscious, however, and 
not knocked out, but his sufferings was such that he 
could not get up from the kneeling position he was in, 
The timekeepers called the seconds: ‘One, two, three, 
four, five, six, seven, eight, nine, ten,’’ but Corbett 
came to his feet and rushed to Fitz and endeavored to 
strike him. George Siler declared Fitzsimmons had 
won, Time 1:40, 

Jeffries-Fitzsiinmons, June 9, 1899—Round 11—Fitz 
came up slowly, but assumed the aggressive. Jeftries 
stood off, evidently waiting for a knockout. They 
clinched three times, Coming to close quarters, Jeff 
put two hard rights over Fitz’s heart, sending him 
back. Then Jeff sent a strnight left to the neck, which 
he followed with a lefttothe chest. Fitz crowded in. 
He tried his right for the jaw, but was short. He, how- 
ever, succeeded in blocking the Californian’s return. 
Jeff then jabbed his left to the head and sent bis right 
to the point of Fitz’sjaw. Fitz went down. 

Jeffries-Corbett, May 11, 1990—Round 23—After a 
couple of passes Jeff swung right to Corbett’s jaw and 
rushed him toa neutral corner. At close quarters Cor- 
bett hooked the left twice to the face, sending the blood 
spurting from Jeff's face. Jeff threw in two hard lefts 
to the body and sent the left again to Corbett’s face, 
forcing Corbett’s head back. Then Jeffries crowded 
Corbett to the ropes, and with a tull swing left smash 
on the jaw sent Corbett rolling down andout. Cor- 
bett’s head struck the floor heavily and he rolled over 
in a vain attempt to regain his feet. 

Jeftries-Fitzsimmons, July 25, 1902—Round 8—Bob 


| stood up straight, feinting with his left and drawing 


Jefiries on. Jeffries smiled trough his bloody features, 
ducking a left swing and landing a hard left onthe 
ribs. Jeftries forced the fighting at this stage crouch- 
ing low and carrying his right high and left far back. 
They rushed for a clinch. As Fitzsimmons stepped 
back he smiled and spoke to Jefiries,and before he 
could get out of reach Jeffries quickly hooked his left 
on the jaw, and Fitz went down on his back, and before 
he could get up the referee counted him out. 

Jeffries-Corbett, Aug. 14, 19083—Round 10—Jeffries 
stood straight up and came afterhis man without hesi- 
tation. Corbett seemed to be making a waiting fight. 
They exchanged lefts to the face and Jeffries made a 
vicious effort. Jeffries sent a left hook to the stomach 
and Corbett went down for nine seconds. He got up 
and received a left hook in the stomach anda right on 
the jaw. He went down and after the count of seven 
Tommy Ryan threw up the sponge.
